O'fHnioaae's fa- 
ther, a ruler, bad bcea beheaded dur- 
ing the r*ign ot Charles I. At the 
time of -Us father's death Thomas 
but seven years old. He then vowed 
that when he grew to mauhood he 
would devote his life to driving out 
the English. So revered was the name 
of the lather that when the soa caine 
of age and succeeded to his great laud- 
ed whites his people, who were griev- 
ously oppressed, looked to him to do 
so-netting for them. 


The nuptials between Thomas O'Don- 


ohue and Alleen Mavounieen bad 
scarcely bi>en celebrated before the 
yor.ng husband, joining forces with' i» 
neighboring ruler, headed a rebellion 
against the English. 
At first he was 


successful, but owing to the treachery 
of his colleague, who made peace with 
the common enemy nnd Turned against 
fiira, p'Djmohue wns defeated.

ing with, a few followers, he lived.a 
wretehed.life, hiding la bos or forest, 
and wasfat last captured in a starving 
conditioi.

So appalling a condition 
as this 


should awaken the public to a common j 
danger against which none is immune. 
When I state that tbia phenomenal 
spread of consumption is due in a 
gre.tter degree to spitting than to any 
other cause, it is the expression of a 


are truth. 
The process by which this spread 


comes about, .though indirect, is easily 
understood. The consumptive, wheth- 
er he be aware of his condition or not, 
let us say, is careless and spits upon 
Uie floor of either a car or public 
building, or even on the sidewalk. An 
innocent fellow passenger of that car 
or A person walking on tho aidewaik 
treads upon the sputum. 
He carries 


this on his shoes into his home, and, 
though IJhe sputum may have dried up, 
the deadly "tubercle bacilli," as the 
germs which causo consumption are 
called, contaminate the air and are 
thence breathed into the lungs of the 


man, 
uoman or child in the home. 


That the disease is not even more 


prevalent is little short of a miracle 
when it s considered that so many 
consumptives are freel> frequenting 
public places, public thoroughfares and 
crowded tenements. The anti-spitting 
law is one of the most sacred of laws, 
and 'the fuil penalty should be meted 
out to its transgressors as a safeguard 
to public life and health.
